Victoria. B. C., April 8.—The news 
has been brought by the steam ship 
Marama 
of rem arkable 
piracy 
and 
m urder in the South Seas. 
The cap­ 
tain and made of a schooner were at­ 
tacked with tom ahawks and forced to 
jump overboard by Joseph M ortimer, a 
Belgian, J. Taylor of M anchester aud 
C. Jackson of London, who then stole 
the schooner Neuvre 7 igre of Callao, 
and started for Australia. 
The vessel 
was wrecked near the G ilbert islands, 
where she was found by Captain Mar- 1 
shall of the trading schooner Laurel, 
who reported the piracy and murder 
to the authorities at guava, where the 
pirates ate made prisoners 
Jackson later confessed. 
He said: 
“The schooner sailed under the Italian 
flag, being owned by the m aster and 
mate, both of whom were forced to 
jump overboard. 
The schooner sailed 
; out of Callao early in November, last 


I having on board the crew, her captain 
and mate, a cook (Belgian), Joseph 
: M ortimer and myself as cabin boy and 
j J. Taylor. 
The vessel had only got 
about fourteen miles off the coast the 
! first day from Callao when the cook 
made an attack on the mat. and cap- 
; tain. 
He rushed at the m ate first and 
I struck him on the head with a toma- 
| hawk. 
He was felled by the blow, 
j but quickly recovered him self and took 
1 to the rigging. The captain, hearing a 
j scuffle, came out of the cabin, and he 
I was im mediately felled 
by 
a 
blow. 
Immediately afterw ard the cook got a 
! gun and forced the first m ate and then 
the skipper to jump overboard. 
The 
mate sank, but the skipper struck out 
for shore, distant fourteen miles, and 
I threw him a plank. The cook th reat­ 
ened me. 
I had agreed to assist in 
working the schooner. The cargo was 
; jettisoned and was started for Aus­ 
tralia. The vessel finally went ashore 
In the Gilbert group.” 
The prisoners may be sent to Callao 
for trial.

Roosevelt W ednesday m ade public his 
letter of April 2 to the atto rn ey gen­ 
eral directing proceedings by injunc­ 
tion to compel certain railroads of the 
south to furnish equal accomm odation 
to white and negro passengers. 
The 
tex t of the p resident's letter is ay 
follows: 


To the D ep artm en t of Justice: 
I 
forw ard herew ith the rep o rt of the 
in te rsta te com m erce comm ission con­ 
taining its order of June 27, 1907, and 
report of failure of railroad companies 
to obey 
this order, un d er date of 
M arch 26, 1908, together with the let­ 
ter of the comm ission of April I, 1908. 
It appears the Nashville, Chattanooga 
and St. L ouis Railway com pany has 
not complied with the ord er of the 
com m ission to furnish the sam e facili­ 
ties to colored passengers paying first 
class fare th a t is furnished white pas­ 
sengers paying first class fare. 
From 
tim e to tim e various com plaints have 
been m ade to me by reputable colored 
people to the effect that the accom m o­ 
dations furnished colored persons on 
certain railw ays are filthy and inad­ 
equate com pared to the sam e accom ­ 
m odations furnished white passengers 
paying the sam e fare. The commission 
has taken w hat is unquestionably the 
right ground, th at w here separate ac­ 
com m odations a rt provided for white 
and colored 
passengers * accom m oda­ 
tions for colored passengers m ust be 
as good as those furnished white pas­ 
sengers for the sam e money. 
In other 
words, while th ere is nothing in law 
which 
forbids se p a ra te accom m oda­ 
tions. these accom m odations must be 
equal. 
T he principle of equality of accom ­ 
m odation is set out explicitly in vari­ 
ous state laws. 
F’or instance, the code 
of the sta te of A labam a provides there 
shall be equal but sep arate accom ­ 
m odations tor the white and colored 
races by providing two or more pas­ 
senger cars for each passenger train 
and 
by dividing passenger cars by 
partitions. 
The action of the com m is­ 
sion has simply been to insist that 
accom m odations be the equal in con­ 
venience and com fort for the sam e 
money, w herever separation Is made. 
In this particular case, w here a rail­ 
way has neglected to comply with the 
order of the commission, it is im port­ 
an t th at com pliance with this order be 
im m ediately obtained. 
I suggest you 
proceed to enforce the ord er by in­ 
junction 
proceedings unless In your 
judgm ent som e other course is pre­ 
ferable.
